Paris, Feb. 5, 1864. 

In these great capitals of Europe, where, as in 
the maelstrom, the waifs and flotsam and jetsam of 
many countries are attracted by some mighty cur- 
rent, one is struck with the great quantity of intel- 
lectual wealth which lies unused and useless. 
Various causes produce this effect. Some men are 
fascinated by out of the way subjects, cared for by 
not more than ten men in as mavy millions. I 
have, sitting in the Imperial Library waiting for 
books, often wondered to see men accumulate ream 
upon ream of manuscript notes upon histories of 
shirts, the ravages of fleas, the forms of corkscrews, 
or some such sterile theme. Yearafter year would 
pass away bleaching their heads and stiffening their 
limbs in course of time, and reducing them from 
the poverty of bread-and-cheese to the poverty of 
bread-and-water, and from rags to tatters, without 
ip any way cooling their enthusiasm in their favor- 
ite study ; but rather heightening it, by the same 
process the mother presses her poor, deformed idiot 
boy closer to her breast than her young Antinous. 
Bathe any object with your tears, waste your flesh 
on any subject, if you would know what it is to 
doat on things. Other men pursue the true goal, 
where fame and fortune distribute their prizes, but 
miss the right path and wander in thickets torn by 
many a brier and many a bramble all their life. 
There are dumb men, too, who can never learn to 
speak intelligibiy. There are modest men who 
shrink from the sun which gives strength and fer- 
tility to everything withinits influence. What fields 
for the labors of a D’Israeli are to be found in these 
outlying provinces of the Republic of Letters! Of 
all these followers of Wills-o’-the-Wisp whom I 
have observed at the great Library, none has roused 
more of my sympathy than an Armenian whom I 
have seen sitting in the same place for many years.

the learned librarians of the former and the shop- 
keepers of the latter will bitterly regret him if, 
contrary to the opinion current among them who 
assiduously frequent the former, he be subject to the 
inflexible law of mortality. M. Fournier, who has 
frequented the Library these fivé and twenty years, 
has told us that as long ago as 1838, the Armenian 
was seen there as old, as bowed, as broken as he is 
now. He was even then hard at work on his famous 
Arabian Dictionary. As the clock strikes ten (the 
hour when the Library is opened) he enters the 
large court-yard, he nods his head in a melancholy 
manner, by way of salutation, as he passes before the 
eane and umbrella keeper, and the porter’s lodge. He 
goes to the pump to which the Library has hospita- 
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| bly chained a tin goblet, and he drinks deep draughts; 
occasionally a slight sigh of satisfaction escapes 
him. Ifthe weather is warm, he remains fora mo. 
ment under the shade of the trees in the court-yard 
and toasts himself in the sun’s ardent rays, jf 
snow covers the ground or the cold is severe, he 
walks at once towards the reading-room, taking good 
care to keep as near the grass-plots as possible, to 
avoid the snow orice. The reading-room is empty; 
the librarians are not yet at their post. The Ar. 
menian goes to the shelves in front of the central 
desk and takes the volumes he has placed there 
every evening these five and twenty years, Sundays 
and holidays excepted. He bows sadly right and 
left, trying his best to perpetrate a little bow when 
he meets one of the attendants or librarians. He 
refuses the aid of those who offer to help him move 
his enormous folios. The Armenian’s seat is de- 
voted to him. Itis as easily recognized as that ofthe 
blind man in the Rue Ferou, who has sneezed for 
twenty years on the same side of St. Sulpice Semi- 
nary, and has piled on the venerable wall a moun- 
tain of snuff which would have charmed Decamps 
with its brown color. The Armenian occupies the 
first seat at the long table on the right of the cen- 
tral desk. Charles Monselet, who, in his volume 
entitled ‘Les Tréteaux,’ has devoted, under the 
rubric Library, an amusing chapter to Kasangian, 
says he selected this seat only to be able to resort to 
the librarians for information, which he does every 
five minutes. He has singular influence over the 
librarians. The books he calls for are extremely rare. 
They, as it were, belong to him, for, since five and 
twenty years, nobody who asked for them could ob- 
tain them; the librarians invariably reply to all 
calls for them: ‘Kasangian has them,’ just as 
they reply: ‘They are at the binders.’ I am told 
he sometimes complains of the poverty of our pub- 
lic libraries, and instances the libraries of Herat or 
Mecca, or the Seraglio at Constantinople, where may 


labors. The librarians would often be touched by 
Kasangian’s complaints, and would buy the Arab 
books which appeared in the public sales. I may 
mention another characteristic detail about him: 
he has completely worn out one copy of Bescherelle’s 
Dictionary. Concealed behind a rampart of folios, 
| he labors mysteriously and slowly. He, like all 
orientals, is fond of reverie, and he is often seen to 
| suspend his labor, raise his spectacles on his fore- 
head, put his pen behind his ear, and, after crossing 
his arms on his thickest dictionary, sink into a pro- 
found sleep. He carries indifference to costume to 
'an hyperbolical height. Linen is something entirely 
unknown to him. He has the greatest prejudice to 
cravats, and tries to bring everybody over to his 
opinion. After having exhausted all his efforts to 
persuade the librarians to abandon this useless or- 
| nament, he began a crusade to convince the attend- 
ants; they silenced him with the regulations pro 
viding their uniform. He reverts occasionally to 
| this fixed idea, and freely moves his neck to demon- 
| strate all the ease and freedom it acquires when 
deprived of this useless envelope. When he is told 
the effect of long habit in reconciling us to this 
article of dress, he enumerates the dangers of the 
cravat, and attributes to it the innumerable ills 
which afflict the West.

Dourcu TRANSLATION OF PRoF. Gross’s SuRGERY.— 
The work on Surgery by Dr. Gross, of Philadelphia, 
entitled “A System of Surgery ; Pathological, Diag- 
nostic, Therapeutic, and Operative,” is meeting with 
distinguished success, both at home and abroad. 
Published at great cost in 1859, by Messrs. Blanch- 
ard & Lea, in two large octavo volumes, a second 
edition was issued in 1862, much enlarged, care- 
fully revised, and illustrated by 1227 engravings. 
Altogether it is the most elaborate and complete 
treatise on the subject in the English language. 
More than ten years of arduous labor have been de- 
voted by the author to its composition and improve- 
ment. A Dutch translation of the work is now in 
progress at Nieuwediep, Holland, under the supervi- 
sion of Dr. Sachse, Professor of Surgery in the Mili- 
tary College at Willemsoord, and is to be published 
in four large octavo volumes of about 700 pages each. 
The first volume, which is now before us, is beauti- 
fully executed, the paper and typography vying 
with those of Mr. Collins, the celebrated Philadel- 
phia printer. The engravings are from electrotypes 
furnished by the American publishers. 

The work of Prof. Gross was, early in the present 
war, placed upon the supply tables by the Surgeon- 
General of the United States Army, and has been 
extensively employed in all the military hospitals 
of the country.

by galleries 30 feet deep, capable of accommodating | 


five thousand persons. On Saturday, April 23, will 
be laid the foundation stone of a monument to the 
poet, followed bya public dinner at which the Earl 
of Carlisle will preside. After the banquet a torch- 
light procession, concluding with fireworks upon the 
river Avon. On Sunday, special services in the 
church within which Shakspeare is buried, and a 
collection made to restore the chancel where his 
ashes repose. On Monday, the performance of the 
oratorio of “ The Messiah,” the chief vocalists being 
Madlle. Titiens and Madame Sainton-Dolby and Mrs. 
Saintley and Louis Reeves. In the evening a con- 
cert of Shakspearian music exclusively. On Tues- 
day, a general visiting of the house wherein Shaks- 
peare was born and of other localities, and in the 
evening the performance of one of his plays by the 
best actors; “ Cymbeline” will probably be selected. 
Readings and popular entertainments on Wednesday, 
with the play of “ Hamlet” in theevening. Thurs 

day, April 28th, being the last day of the festival, 
Warwickshire will give a grand fancy ball to all 
the world—the costumes to be Elizabethan where 
not Shakspearian. These provincial celebrations 
will throw the London programme into the shade. 
The “ Atheneum” says: “The Shakspeare Com- 
mittee have agreed, generally, to use their influence 
in procuring the observance of Saturday, April 23, 
as a holiday; to lay the first stone of a monument 
in London at noon of that day; to give an afternoon 
performance of Shakspearian music at Covent Gar- 
den, and an evening Shakspearian performance at 
Drury Lane; and to hold a great soirée—if possible 
in Westminster Hall—at which Shakspearian books, 
prints, and other relics may be collected.”

SHAKSPEARE.—J. O. Halliwell, the well-known 
antiquarian, announces, apropos of the tricente- 
nary, “A Shilling-Book about Shakspeare and 
Stratford-on-Avon,” with many illustrations. About 
a dozen different editions of Shakspeare are also 
advertised by various publishers. 

Byroy’s PozticaL AncEstor.—It has been diseo- 
vered that the “History of the Holy Graal” was 
written in French prose, about A.D. 1180-1200, by 
the Sires Robiers and Burron, “ from the original 
Latin, written by Jesus Christ with his own hand 
(vol. i. p. 357), being the only writing made by 
God since His uprising, and they ‘that otherwise 
beleven, the leyn ful pleyn’” (vol. i. p 359). And 
there is proof of the existence of a Robert de Burun 
holding land in Lincolnshire about the time that

Watter Scorr anp Danirt Mac iise.—It is an- 
nounced that Daniel Maclise, the greatest of Irish 
living painters, is engaged on a picture from “ Ivan- 
hoe,”’ of the meeting of Richard Coeur de Lion with 
Robin Hood, in Sherwood Forest, and will put it 
into this year’s Exhibition of the Royal Academy. 
It is fitting that Maclise should turn to Scott for 
a subject, for when Sir Walter visited Ireland in 
1825, he was much pleased with a profile portrait 
of himself which Maclise, then in his teens, had 
drawn while the “great Unknown” was looking up 
some guide-books in the shop of Mr. John Bolster, 
the leading bookseller in Cork, that he strongly 
urged him to study the art of painting in London, 
and interested Mr. Lockhart, one of the travelling 
party, in the fortunes of the young man. Maclise 
went to London, there found a kind friend in Lock- 
hart, and in a few years had his genius acknow- 
ledged by the world. 

Tue VERA Errictes oF SHAKSPEARE ?—In a re- 
cently published volume, “Life Portraits of William 
Shakspeare,” by Hain Friswell, photographically 
illustrated by Messrs. C. Cundall, of London, is an 
account of a cast, or “ flying mould,” in the custody 
of Prof. Owen, which is said to be the one taken im- 
mediately after the poet’s death, and upon which 
the Stratford bust was based. Hairs of the mous- 
tache, eyelashes, and beard still adhere to the plas- 
ter, and they are of a light color, corresponding, in 
this respect, to the testimony of the bust. Now for 
its history. “A German nobleman,” writes Mr. 
Friswell, “ had an ancestor who was attached to 
one of the ambassadors accredited to the court of 
James the First. This gentleman bought the cast, 
in all probability, from the sculptor of the tomb, 
Gerard Johnson, had it carefully preserved, and 
took it with him to his own country. There it was 
shown in his castle, and looked upon with much 
awe by his friends and neighbors. The nobleman 
who brought it home employed a pupil of Vandyke 
to paint the miniature which accompanies it. The 
mask and miniature remained in the family, and 
descended from father to son for many generations, 
until they came to the possession of the last of the 
family, a dignitary of the church in Cologne.” 
“Atheneum” says: “This absurd story is not im- 
proved by subsequent statements. There is no 
good evidence of either the cast or the miniature 
painted from it having been considered a copy of 
the head of the poet until lately. The picture bears 
the date of 1637, the cast being inscribed with that 
of 1616, the latter inscription being, so far as we 
can see, the only substantial evidence, such as it 
is,in the matter. It is true that Professor Miil- 
ler ‘instantly recognized’ in the picture the fea- 
tures of Shakspeare, as authoritatively as if he 
had been personally acquainted with the poet. 
This is a kind of testimony in much favor with the 
supporters of the authenticity of Shakspearian por- 
traits. Perhaps Prof. Owen could tell us when the 
cast was first exhibited as Shakspeare.”

He labors also to elevate his style according to his 
conception of the dignity of the subject in hand, 
and hence we have a straining after pointed 
expressions and epigrammatic sentences, with 
much of ambitious rhetoric and cracked phrase- 
ology, which is not altogether of Germany, nor alto- 
gether of Carlyle, but partakes largely of the verbal 
affectation, the fogginess, the mannerism, the pre- 
tentiousness, the ascents and plunges and lunges 
of both, with an infusion of the jerkiness and infla- 
tion of a newspaper novelette. Readers will, we 
fancy, thank Mr. Weiss for giving us so little of 
himself and so much of Mr. Parker, and we will no 
longer regret the space occupied by the trivialities 
and commonplaces of the correspondence, when we 
reflect from what fine and grand writing they have 
saved us. The volumes are, however, well worthy 
the perusal of all who would study the process by 
which opinion is formed in an individual mind, of 
those who would trace the development of the 
“new school” of Christianity in “ the spiritual his- 
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tory of the liberal men of Cambridge and Boston,” 
and of those who would intimately know in what 
manner, by what efforts, and by what personal re- 
lations, persuasions, and fellowships the mixed 
politico-moral anti-slavery element of New England 
has built itself up to power. 

The Life and Adventures, Songs, Services, and 
Speeches of Private Miles O’ Reilly ; with Comic Il- 
lustrations by Mullen.

Here is a very droll and amusing performance, in 
which the mythical Miles appears more of a myth 
than before.

This publication gives in a cheap form a sketch 
of the general’s campaigns and battles, as well as of 
his reports and correspondence with the war de- 
partment from the time he first took the field in 
this war until he was relieved after the battle of 
Antietam, together with his various speeches to his 
soldiers and to the public, up to the present time. 
It collects together from newspaper files many oc- 
currences, the narrative of which is not otherwise 
readily accessible. 


RELIGIOUS AND MORAL, 

Formation of Christian Relief. 12mo. pp. 125. Phila- 
delphia : George W. Childs. 

This anonymous treatise is an earnest endeavor 
to give light and comfort to that large class who 
unwillingly doubt the truths of the Christian reli- | 
gion. The peculiarities of such scepticism are skil- | 
fully treated, and its victim directed to the only 
cure of doubt, “a close adherence to Scripture pre- 
cept as the rule of life.” The high moral aim of 
the work, and the intelligent sympathy and cha- 
rity it shows toward those for whom it is chiefly in- 
tended, must recommend it to them, apart from the 
literary and philosophical merits it will have for 
general readers. 

The Right Use of Speech. By the author of “This 
One Thing I Do,” and “The Formation of Chris- 
tian Relief.” 12mo. pp. 136. Philadelphia: George 
W. Childs. 

The same elevation and purity of feeling which 
marked the author’s previous writings pervade this 
excellent essay. It is an earnest and thoughtful 
work, aiming to apply the principles of Christian 
veracity, charity, and moderation in the sphere of 
both private and public speech, and is especially 
timely in its bearing upon the present crisis of our 
national affairs. Such writings do not always at- 
tract immediate applause, but they are often appre- 
ciated and felt more deeply and widely than can be 
estimated. 

A Popular Hand-Book of the New Testament. By 
George Cumming McWhorter. pp. x., 295. New 
York: Harper & Bros. 

Although the author of this book modestly dis- 
claims all pretensions to originality, he has never- 
theless performed an excellent service. He has 
aimed to make the work what its title imports—A 
Popular Hand-Book of the New Testament. He 
has not thought of producing a theological volume, 
but to bring together the results of recent scholar- 
ship for the benefit of those who have not the time, 
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opportunity, or education enough to consult the 
original authorities. Such a manual will be found 
extremely useful to general readers, to intelligent 
young men, to parents who would read the Scrip- 
tures understandingly, or instruct their children 
therein, and to Sabbath-school teachers. About 
fifty pages are occupied with general introductory 
topics, such as the relation of the Old and the New 
Testaments, canonicity, inspiration, sources of the 
text, account of manuscripts, editions of the Greek 
Testament, and different versions, ancient and mo- 
dern, of the New Testament. Then follows a brief 
chapter upon each of the books of the New Testa- 
ment, discussing the questions of authorship, date, 
style, disputed, remarkable, or mis-translated pas- 
sages, With geographical, historical, and personal 
illustrations. In these comments the author gene- 
rally follows Alford, though Trench, Wordsworth, 
and others, are copiously quoted. A large body of 
interesting and valuable instruction is compressed 
in this small volume, and many portions of its con- 
tents will be new to those who have no acquaint- 
ance with the most recent biblical science. The 
book should have been furnished with an index, by 
which its use as a manual would have been facili- 
tated. We may add that the paper-maker seems 
to have determined so vigorously that his paper 
should not be undertoned, that he has overtoned it 
up to a sort of non-descript hue, which we can de- 
scribe only as a cross between the color of pie-crust 
and of a tan-terrier. 

The Believer’s Daily Remembrancer. By Rev. James 
Smith. pp. iv., 381. New York: Robert Carter 
& Bros. 

This is a book of devotional exercises, in which 
there is a meditation for each successive day of the 
year. Its popularity in England may be inferred 
from the fact that this is a reprint from the thirty- 
eighth London edition. The volume presents 4 
very neat appearance. 

The Holy and Profane States. By Thomas Foller. 
With some Account of the Author and his Writ- 
ings. pp. vi.,325. Boston: Little, Brown & Co. 
This is a fine edition of a choice old English classic. 

Fuller was, in many respects, one of the liveliest, 

most versatile, entertaining, humorous, epigramatic, 

and quaint writers of the seventeenth century. 

These qualities made him a great favorite with 

Coleridge and Lamb, and have always secured for 

him numerous and attentive readers. The present 

edition of the Holy and Profane States is uniform 
with the Selections from Jeremy Taylor, recently 
published by the same house. In order to bring 
the volume within a reasonable compass, portions, 
including the Lives, have been omitted, as less 
peculiar and interesting ; and many passages, and
